According to the plan proposed, a two-shift w'ork day would 
Ijc the rule for firemen—a ten-hour turn for day duly and ii 14- 
hour turn for night service. 
The members of the department 
would alternate on the day and night turns. 
No one denies the justice of the firemen’s petition for a shorter 
working day . 
Under the present arrangejnent, a fireman is on 
duty 24 hours a day , with the ex ception of his three meal hours 
when he is also subject to call, and is given one day ’s rest in six . 
The tendency ' every wliere is to get away fram the 10, 12 and 14- 
hour work day and, if pos.sible, grant an eight-hour day . In mo.st 
cases, however, this is the rule of employ es of privately controlled 
concerns. 
East LiveiiKx d’s firemen have a ju.st claim for improvement 
m working conditions; they should be paid the higliest wages tlie 
city ’s income will w'arrant, for there is no doubt that they work 
long hours, hut there is another side to the question. 
Tlie municipal ex pen.ses are now at a high mark. But a short 
^.^e ago, the city council found it ncces.Hary to adopt a plan of 
dec reusing the membership of the fire department one rruin and 
reducing a capUiin to the ranks in order to grant the remaining 
members a salary increase. Curtailment of funds has reached the 
point where there is not sufficient income to properly equip tlie 
department- 
If the firemen’s petition for the two-platoon sy stem Is ap­ 
proved, one of two things is certain—either the pre.sent number 
of firemen mu.st lie increased to maintain a force large enough to 
man the equipment or the efficiency of the department will lie 
decreased by the division of the present force for the day and 
night shifts. Unless some philanthropist endows the city , the first 
plan cannot be intrwluced for there is no means in sight at present 
of obtaining lulditional revenue to jiay municipal ex penses. 
The 
fea.sibility of the alternative has not been determined. 
By far and large, East Liverpool’s fire fighters are entitled to 
the two-platoon plan, but some solution of the pi(» blem arising 
should be devised before any such plan is adopted.

BANK BOOK OR BAY ENYKLOPE. 
In England, during the war, many employ ers undertmik to en­ 
courage thrift among their employ es by establishing the custom 
of (kpositing weekly wages to the worker’s account in any bank 
tlie worker himself prefencd. 
They offered Ikinuscs to all em­ 
ploy es who would start such bank accounts. 
The employ e so paid rarely drew out from the bank all his 
week’s wages. Instead he would draw only what his family actual­ 
ly needed to meet cunv nt ex penses. And as he saw his small be- 
ginTV'Bg in saving slowly increasing, he became enthusiastic over 
the idan. 
Still later another gain was recognized. This l>ank deposit sy s­ 
tem liad done away with tlie standing in line on pay day waiting 
for a turn at the pay office window'. The latter sy stem was thor­ 
oughly ex posed as a time-waster, an inconvenience and an undigni­ 
fied proceeding. 
Galling at the bank proved to be a pleasanter 
and more efficient method of drawing one’s pay . 
It is said that the idea has become popular among various in­ 
dustries in England and is spreading to others. 
It wouldn’t be a bad idea to try it out in this country , not only 
to cultivate the thrift habit, but because of the added convenience 
and safey - In the past y ear or two in various parts of the country 
there have been big pay -roll robl.eries. If the pay envelope were 
abolished in favor of the bank book, such robberies would be im- 
possible.
